Washington, August 19.—(Special.) 
“This has been a war of no party and 
no section. One thing is certain, the

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gratification on account of the relations 
which all sections of the country had 
maintained toward the war.

been no section, he declared, and no party, 
and he hoped that all questions that would 
come up as the result of the war would 
be settled without any party spirit. 

An imcrease in the army would undoubt- 
edly be necessary, said the the president, 
on account of the possession of Port Rico, 
of our relations with Cuba and of the gov-

presented to the country at the proper 
time and the necessity for the proposed 
increase would be made clear—and he 
hoped that the subject would not be 
treated in any partisan style.

Senator Bacon says that in Cuba and 
Porto Rico we have problems enough now, 
but thinks that they will work out in a 
satisfactory manner. He says that it its 
unfortunate that the Cubans come under 
our direct view at the worst possible time 
for them. Bighteen months ago he thinks 
they would have made a very much better 
appearance, for since that time they have 
undergone great hardships and been unable 
to procure either food or clothing, hence 
the condition in which they, were foynd by 
our troops at Santiago. Senator Bacon be- 
lieves that when the insurgents fully under- 
stand the beneficent effects of the United 


States’ intervention all difficulties will be 


adjusted.

Santiago de Cuba, August 11.—The past 
week in Santiago de Cuba has seen the 
furtherance of reforms and improvements 
already under way. New Complications 


‘| have arisen which we are called upon to 


settle. There is a slow but steady increase 
in the death rate, 

The question of Spanish and American 
money and their respective values continue 
to agitate the town, and this will probably 
last until little of the Spanish money re- 
mains. Notwithstanding General Wood's 
announcement that Spanish gold would be 
deprived of its Cuban increase of 6 per 
| cent on [ts face value and that silver was 
at 50 per cent discount, many have ‘persist- 
ed in considering the centen, 25 francs, as 


worth $5.30, as formerly, and at no money 
changers could one get $10 in silver for $5 In 
gold. Nine dollars in silver was offered and 
this only on small amounts. 

| There has been a meeting of merchants 
in the place, with the object of discussing 
this matter of values with General Wood, 
and the question of ite legality was raised, 
further assurances that the measure ap- 


The question of legality, however, was not 
discussed, as the merchants were assured 
that the rules applied to all transactions, 
so that the meeting was rather abruptly 
terminated. 

American Money in the Future. 

Tt is being recognized that American 
money will-be the money of the future in 
Cuba. Workmen are publfely advised to 
insist upon their wages being paid in that 
currency. But until the financial situation 
in cleared up by fhe disappearance of Span- 
ish coin, business in the way of exchange 
will probably continue. Already small 
change is becoming very scarce. One can- 
not exchange geld for Spanish silver and 
there is so little American silver that small 
sales are hard to consummate and the pvor 
are always imposed upon by the money 
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tion of the law and sevefe treatment of of. 
fenders. 

One abuse that has been rectified was 
the exorbitant prices asked for food—a 
dollar a pound for meat, $8 for a bag of 
charcoal that once sold for 8 cents, 
and a general continuation of blockade 
prices long after their justification had 
been removed. This matter the palace has 
ably taken in hand, and after careful] con- 
sideration and a discugston of the subject 
with leading wholesalers and retailers, a 
tariff in gold money on provisions has 


been arranged. Retailers have been nott- 
fied that infringements of this. tartff, or 
schedule, will be severely punished, and 
the community at large is requested t6 
repay overcharges. 

Prices Show a Reduction. 

The prices given out are a great reduc- 
tion from those prevailing hitherto; but 
even in the new arrangement there is am- 
ple opportunity for good profits even te 
50 per cent in some instances. Thus the re- 
taller has no right to complain. At some 
future day when the commercia] situation 
of Santiago is improved a ‘further reduc- 
ton will probably be made. 

This measure of General Wood 1s natu- 
rally very popular and except from those 
who are prevented from longer indulging 
in the shameful robbery of the people 
there is no complaint. Wholesalers are 
pleased because the new prices promote 
wholesale consumption. 

The advent of an American trust com- 
pany is considered rich in promise of fu- 
ture prosperity. 


“During four centuries of Spanish con- 
trol,”” says El Cuban, “we have not had 
an agricultural bank; such an institution is 
absolutely indispensible in a country 
where agriculture is the source of all 
wealth. We have been in the hands of 
usurers who hhave robbed up on all sides. 

“The operations of this bank, which is to 
be the savior of the land and which will 
help our farms and plantations to produce 
as with the touch of magic wand, will be in 
American money. Otherwise we have not 
obtained from Spain in four centuries what 
has been given by the United States in 
three weeks.”’ 


Disinfectants a New Thing. 

The cleaning of the city and the health 
of people are matters receiving much at- 
tention. Probably the strangest odor San- 
tiago ever knew and Santiago has had 
an unusual experience in odors, is the new 
odor of @isinfectants that are being scat- 
tered through the city. The street cleaning 
department has been hamperéd by lack of 
carts. The death rate continues very high, 
from fifty to sixty cases per day. There 
are nearly thirty thousand inhabitants and 
this rate, if it continues, would carry off 
half of the population in a year. The sit- 
uation is serious.

MURALES LIFE 
ENDS IN A CAVE 


Great Revolutionist Captured Just 
as Death Came to Him, 


MORALES WAS*A FUGITIVE 


Prominent In Guatamvalan Affairs, He 
Sought To Be President, 


MAY HAVE CAUSED BARRIOS’ DEATH 


After Fleeing His Country, He Return- 
ed at the Head of an Army and 
Sought To Overthrow His 
Government—Peace 
Now Reigns. 


Washington, August 19.—The state de- 
partment today received a cable dispatch 
from Minister Hunter, at Guatemala, tell- 
ing ot the dramatic death of General Mor. 
ales, leader of the Guatemala revolution, 
and the collapse of that uprising. 

The dispatch is as follows: 


“Guatemala, August 18, 1898.—Day, Wash- 
ington: Ocos was occupied on the 10th by 
the government forces and 900 sacks of 
coffee and other valuable property of 
foreigners saveq from destruction. This 
occupation was aided without force by 
Captain Fegan, of the British gunboat 
Leander, acting under request of the Brit- 
ish, German and United States ministers. 
Morales retreated before national troops 
to Cuchumatens mountains, where he was 
surrounded and captured yesterday in a 
cave where he had been hiding for sev- 
eral days, without food and il] from hun- 
ger, fatigue and exposure. The command- 
ing general ordered him removed to San 
Marcos. Medical aid was summoned, but 
he died on the way to San Sebastian last 
night at 11 o’clock. This is the end of the 
revolution, HUNTER.” 


He Was a Factor in Guatemala. 

The tragic end of Genera} Morales, as 
reported to the state department, is but 
the last of the series of stirring events 
which have occurred in Guatemala within. 
the last two weeks. Morales gathered to- 
gether a good sized band along the Mexican 
border and made his appearance at the 
large town of Ocos. Here he inaugurated 
a reign of terror, He seized many thousand 
bags of coffee and put them to the 
strange use of building breastworks for 
his revolutionary band. Sorties were 
made along the harbor front and launches 
and other craft burned | and destroyed. 
One of the most audacious acts was the 
laying tribute upon the United States 
consul and other consular officers there, in 
the sum of $1,500. 

The condition of affairs has been reported 
to the state department from time to time, 
and efforts were made, in conjunction with 
the Mexican authorities, to put an end to 
the depredations. There was some delay, 
however, owing to the death of the Mexi-

have been required elsewhere. It is for 
this reason probably that the foreign rep- 
resentatives, including those of the United 
States, united in asking aid of the British 
naval commander at Ocos. This has proved 
effective, according to the report just re- 
ceived from Minister Hunter, as the revo- 
lution is ended with the capture and death 
of General Morales. 
Had To Flee His Country. 

Prospero Morales has been a conspicuous 
figure in Central American affairs during 
the last thrée years. He was minister of 
war in the cabinet of President Barrios, 
and it is said that he used the war office 
to foment the rebellion against Barrios. 
The latter detected the plot and Morales 
fled to Mexico, where he organized his rev- 
olutionary band. In the meantime Barrios 
was assassinated, being succeeded by Pres- 
ident Cebrera. It was thought the death 
of Barrios would ultimately lead to the suc- 
cess of Morales’s revolutionary movement. 
It culminated in the raids of the last few 
weeks and finally in the death of the noted 
revolutionary chief. Among South Ameri- 
can officials it is said that Morales’s death 
will restore a calm to Central American 
affairs which has not existed for many 
months—even years—owing to the wide- 
spread influence of Morales. He was about 
forty-five years of age, a man of education 
and of marked force of character.

Robert Lang, of Detroit, a spiritualist, 
whom Nichols had been in the habit of 
consulting, was arrested at Island Lake 
this morning, but the evidence against him 
is not regarded as very conclusive. 


GATHERING AT CAMP MZADE. 


Troops Are Now Going Into Quarters 
at Middletown. 


Camp Meade, Middletown, Pa., August 19. 
Word was received at Camp Meade today 
that the entire Second corps of volunteers 
would be ordered to the new camp near 
Middletown. The land at present taken 
by the government will have to be largely 
added to if the troops to come are to be 
accommodated, as it is expected 30,000 men 
wil] be here tn the next ten days.

MAIL CAN NOW GO TO SPAIN. 


Postmaster General Smith Revokes an 
Order Issued in April. 


Washington, August 19.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Emory Smith today suspended his or- 
der issued at the beginning of the war 
that during hostilities all mail communi- 
cation with Spain and her colonies was 
to be discontinued. 

The action taken today is in conformity 
with the proclamation vf the president an- 
nouncing the suspension of hostilities. Ac- 
cording to the terms or this last order, let- 
ters and other mailable matter addressed 
to persons connected with the United States 
forces at the Philippine islands, Cuba and 
Porto Rico snall continue to be subject 
to United States domestic postage rates. 
All other mail addressed to these places 
shall be subject to the postage rates here- 
tofore announced, namely: 

First class matter, 5 cents per half-ounce. 

Postal cards, single, 2 cents, double, 4 


cents. 
Second and third class matter, 1 cent 


each two ounces. 
Fourth class 

ounce. 
Registration fee, 8 cents.

Found Dead This Morning. 


Hampton, Ga., August 19.—(Special.)—The 
dead body of Jim Neely, a colored soldier 
belonging to the Twenty-fifth infantry, 
was found here this morning. 

His death was the result of a general 
shooting match yesterday evening, in 
which he was the aggressor. 

Yesterday afternoon Jim Neely marched 
down the street in all of the glory of his 
blue uniform and bayonet strapped to his 
side. Having been around here before 
he knew the portion of the city where he 
would be most weicome and made for the 
home of Ann Varner, a woman of ques- 
tionable character, where he quartered 


himself. 
He Called for a Drink. 

fie then came up to the business por- 
tion of the small village and walking up 
to the soda fount in the store of Messrs. 
H. A. & ©. O. Moore ordered a coca-cola. 

Young Mr. Moore, who was waiting on 
the fount, informed him that in the rear 
of the store there was a place where bot- 
tled soda was sold for the benefit of the 
negroes and that he could be accommo- 
dated , there. 

At this he became very abusive, saying 
that his money was as good as any white 
person's, and was decidedly obstreperous 
when ordered from the store. 

The Quarrel Renewed. 

In front of Mr. J. C. Tarpley’s he was 
cursing when Mr. Will Z. Henderson call- 
ed his attention to the fact that ladies 
were present, and he became more abusive. 
Mr. Henderson ordered ‘him to hush and 
as he did so the negro threw his hand 
behind him as if to drgw a weapon, where- 
upon that gentleman gave him two licks 
upon the head with an ax handle that 
was thastily seized. 

According to the very best evidence the 
negro went off and returned to abuse Mr. 
Henderson, having his bayonet and dirk, 
when Mr. Henderson drew dis pistol and 
as he went to fire the negro cut him across 
the right hand, knocking the pistol out 
of his hand, and possessing himself of it, 
began firing at once. This attracted other 
parties, and as the firing became general 
the negro ran toward his stopping place, 
still snapping the pistol at all he met, and 
never stopped until he reached his den at 
the Varner house. Of the volley that was 
fired at him no one seems to know just 
who did it and the bare fact that he was 
found dead this morning at the house of 
Ann aVrner is the nearest solution that 
the closest investigation can give. 


The Coroner’s Finding. 


In the coroner’s investigation there could 
only be found one witnéss that knew any- 
thing, and his testimony was of such a 
nature that Coroner Pritchett and his jury 

_2ould nat fall to find a verdict in accori- 
"ance wlth the meager testimdny. The fol-. 
lowing is the officia] verdict of the jury: 

“Georgia, Henry County.—At coroner's 
inquest held over the dead body of Jim 
Neely, in the town of Hampton, state and 
county aforesaid, on the 19th of August, 
1898, at 11 o'clock, in convention, exam:ned 
Mr. A. R. Martin, who, on being sworn, 
said that he knew Jim Neely; id not 
know who killed him; knew that he was 
killed last night.’’ 

This was the onlywitness examined, and 
the coroher’s jury at once returned the fol- 
lowing verdict: 

“We the jury sworn to investigate the 
case of Jim Neely, deceased, find that he 
came to his death from gunshot wounds

The coroner has telegraphed to his com- 
mand twice. but has had no reply as Te- 
gards this burial, and it is probable that 
he wil] be buried in the negro cemetery at 
Hampton. The negroes take the matter

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., August  19.—(Specia!.)—Deputy 
Sheriffs Rainey and Riley went to the 
Warrior district today, about fourteen 
miles from \Macon, and took in charge, 
after considerable resistance, P. B. Yar- 
brough, a well known white man, on a 
writ of lunacy. Tt was reported that 
Yarbrough this morning in a fit of madness 
nearly beat his child to death, and the 


‘officers were dispatched to arrest him. 


When they entered the thhouse where he 
was he was sitting ata table eating, 
he arose with a fork in has hand and 
rage in his eye, and tried to stab the dep- 
uties with it, but they -overpowered him 
without any one being hurt. He was 
brought to Macon and was placed in jail, 
and tomorrow will be tried for the sixth 
time for lunacy. fHe has been sent to 
the asylum five times, and after a stay 
has been released and sent home, presum- 
ably because he was supposed to be cured. 
He has not been in the asylum since last 
April. 
Chained in His Cell. 

The Constitution this morning contained 
an account of Abner Taylor, the wife mur- 
derer, trying to commit sutcide shortly 
after midnight last night in ‘his cell at the 
county jail by eating powdered glass, Tay- 
is in very good condition today, and while 
he says he tried to kill himself, there are 
some who are disposed to doubt it, and 
think it is simply an act ‘in his insanity 
play. At any rate, Sheriff ‘Westcott has 
thought it the part of caution to take Tay- 
lor out of the cell in the cage where a 
number of other prisoners are confined and 
put him in a cell alone. ‘tHe occupies a 
cell at one time used by Tom Woolfolk. 
Taylor is chained in the cell, and every- 
thing has been removed from the cell with 
which Taylor could possibly hurt himself. 
It is beNeved that he would commit sui- 
cide if opportunity offered.

Soldiers Will Begin Leaving Chicka- 
mauga Park Today. 


Chickamauga National Military Park, 
Ga., August 19.—The work of prepar- 
ing the Second and Third divisions of the 
First corps for their removal from Camp 
Thomas to Knoxville and Lexington, re- 
spectively, assumed definite shape today.

The Louisville and Nashville will Meet 
Every Attack 


OF THE MOBILE AND OHIO LINE 


Alabama Coal Fields Are the Frizes 
of Contention. 


ALL = MUST REACH THE GULF 


The Southern Cotton Growers’ Associa- 


tion—Condition of the Crop—Gen- 
eral News of the State. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 19.—(Special.)— 
There appears to be no question but that 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad will 
without delay build another direct line of 
railroad from the Alabama coal fields to 
the gulf. The competition of the Mobile 
and Ohio’s new line seems to have stim- 
ulated the enterprise, which has been in 
contemplation for some time. At present, 
in addition to its mainline, the Louisvlle 
and Nashvile has a short line from Gulf 
Junction, nine miles south of Selma, to 
Pineapple, in Wilcox county. Then comes 
a skip of thirty miles to Repton, where 
the road resumes and continues, On to 
Pensacola and Mobile. The proposition 
now is to build, at once, the thirty mile 
gap, and at the same time extend the 
line northward through Selma to Bloc- 
ton, which is in the very center of the 
coal and mineral district. By building only 
about one hundred miles of new road it 
will therefore be seen that the Louisville 
and Nashville Company will secure an- 
other ang even more direct line from the 
coal fields to the gulf, and the enterprise 
will not only furnish cheaper transporta- 
tion for the products of the mines and 
furnaces but will develop some fine coun- 
try. 

Culver Talks of Southern Crop. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Culver, who 
has just returned from the meeting of the 
vice presidents of the Southern Cotton 
Growers’ Association, brings this Jnforma- 
tion regarding the prospects for the.cot- 
ton crop in the south this year:

dications are for a larger number of bales 
than ever before; Arkansas prospect fine; 
Louisiana, Mississippi ang Alabama off 
from continuous rains and rust; Georgia, 
South Carolina, North Carolina and Ten- 
nessee crop fine.’’

A Pennsylvanian Tells of His Experi- 
ence in the Chilkoot Avalanche. 


From The Punxutawney Spirit. 

Milton Black, who lives near this town, 
returned home last week from a journey 
to the gold flelds of Alaska. He was caught, 
with 200 others, in the great snow slide in 
Chilkoot pass, April 3d, in. which Mrs. 
Maxson, of this place, lost her life, and had 
a thrilling experience and an almost mirac- 
ulous escape from death. He was buried 
under about twenty-five feet of snow for 
eight hours, and was finaly dug out alive, 
but so much the worse for the accident 
that he found it impossible to proceed on 
his journey, the long interment under the 
snow having so injured his lungs as to pro- 
duce violent hemorrhages. 

It is interesting to hear Mr. Black tell 
of his experience, and of the wickedness of 
the average Klondiker. “As soon as you 
get on the trail,’”’ he says, “Syunde~ 
is out, 
books, and prayer meeungs are nur ih a. 

There were about 200 people in the party 
with whom Mr. Black entered Cnhilkoot 
pass. They had pitched their tents to rest 
and recuperate, when a snow slide came 
down upon them, covering their tents. Af- 
ter considerable labor they all managed .to 
get out. They conciuded to get through 
the pass as, quickly as possible, and for that 
purpose all took hold of a long rope with 
the guide in front. Mrs. Maxson, who had 
been covered up with snow once, was dis- 
couraged and@ hysterical. She said she 
would go no further. She would lie right 
down there and die rather than attempt to 
go through the pass. 
take hold of the rope, but would not. Twe 
or three stalwart men offered to carry her, 
Saying that they would not go on and leave 
a woman to die. She would not be carried. 
While they parleyed tor ten minutes the 
second sliae came, which tney would Have 
escaped had there been no uelay. About 
one hundred were covered beneath twenty- 
five and thirty fect of snow. 

Those who were not caught by the slide 
went to work at once to dig the others 
out. It was a slow and arduous task, and 
out of ninety-one persons thus buried only 
seven were taken out alive. One of these 
Was Milton Black. 

The slide occurred at 9 o'clock in the 
morning, an@ he remained burieq until 5 
o'clock in the evening. One pecuilarity of 
his situation when covered up with the 
snow, (Mr. Black says, was that he could 
hear just as well as though he had been 
in the open air. The groans, prayers, la- 
mentations and curses of those beneath the 
avalenche were piainly audible. Some 
prayed pervently, bade goodby to their near 
friends and gave up. Others cursed their 
fate and used their last breath to utter pro- 
fanity. 

“I made up my mind,”’ says Mr. Black, 
“that I would die as I had lived, and that 
it was no use to pray at that stage of the 
game. It seemed to me that I got a breath 
about every five minutes. I had little hope 
of escape, but resolved to live as long as I 
could. The snow was packed so tightly 
about me that I could not move a fraction 
of an inch. I thought‘ every time I got 
a breath of air that was my last one, but 
I never became unconscious, and it seemed 
to me that f had teen there at least a 
week, when a shovel struck my shoulder 
and TIT heard a voice saying: 

***T have struck a man.’ 

* ‘Is he dead or alive?’ sald another vo'ce. 

“1 don’t know,’ answered the man with 
the shovel, and he soon had my he un- 
covered. When I got a good bresth air 
I felt that IT was all r‘ght, and I said: 
‘There is a woman right in front of me. 
Me her out. I have air now and can wait.’ 
Then thev proceeded to uncover Mrs. Max- 
son, but she was dead. You can form some 
idea how solldlv the snow was packed,” 
eantinved Mr. Black, ‘“‘when I tell you that 
when they had me all urcovered but one 
leg up to the shin T coul4 not get it out 
until the snow was all shoveled away from 
it.

These have gone to elevén different coaling stations belonging to England, and 


it is believed that England is stocking such stations in event of possible war. 

Today it leaked out that this view is undoubtedly correct, as the Pocahontas Coal Company is asserted by one of 
its employees to have practically admitted that an unlimited contract from the British government for coaling her sta- 
tions all over the world had been secured and the work has just fairly commenced. The station which cargoes have 
thus far been sent are Montivideo, in Uruguay; St. Michael, the Azores, Kingston, Jamaica; Singapore, Siam; Cape Town, 
Africa; St. Vincent and Porto Praya, Cape de Verde Islands; St. Lucia; West Indies; Buenos Ayres, Argentine republic, St. 
Paul De Loando, Africa; and London. One vessel alone, the Lndia, carried 9,150 tons to Singapore.

“I favor the retention of the Philippines, 
or at least a part of them, that they may 
stand as a tangible continuing demonstra- 
tion of the physical presence of the repub- 
lic in Asiatic waters. The value of these 
conquests is not in their territory nor their 
resources separately considered, but in the 
fact that as an entirety they constitute a 
chain precisely adapted to the expanded 
sphere in which we are to enter. 1 care 
little for the links, individually, but every- 
thing for the chain that will henceforth 
hold us to our opportunities in the far 
east.” 


A Look at Asia. 


After paying notice at great length to ob- 
jections urged by opponents of annexa- 
tion, Judge Grosecup continued: 

“I come now to what is, in my judgment, 
the most interesting and important object 
of our future foreign policy. I refer, of 
course, to the immediate future of AsSia. 
It is in that quarter that we will find a 
situation open to American enterprise, a 
commerce awaiting American venture, and 
eventually a people and institutions ready 
for a graft from the tree of Anglo-Saxon 
civil liberty. Outside of these countries 
that are already European dependencies, 
the population of Asia numbers already 
400,000,000. 


“They have up to the present time lived 
almost apart from mankind. The breaking 
of the seal upon their vorte is to us of 
Europe and America, the discovery of a 
new continent. In the nature of things, 
great results must follow. The disc)?very 
ef unpeopled America broke up the deepest 
foundations of European life; the opening 
of Africa, peopled only by savages, has 
stirred every corner of European enter- 
prise. But there in the far east, swinging 
inward, are doors that will admit us to 
one-half of the desirable territory and one- 
third of the population of the earth. It 
is a land without railroads, without man- 
ufattories, without cities builf on modern 
lines, without fields cultivated by modern 
implements. It bids for every character: of 

erican «@mterprise. It lies under the 
temperate zone, the only strip of our globe 
that insures health to men now alive, and 
promises increaging vigor to men yet to 
come. Looked at from every material 
point of view, the invitation tendered is 
one that no enterprising people can afford 
to decline. The break-up in the current 
of Asiatic life is at hand. The people of 
China are “—— beginning to compare 
their modes of Hfe with us, and to reach 
out for some of the physica] aids that we 
are ready to offer.

Washington, August 19.—The president 
today issued the following executive order 


carrying into effect the tariff regulations “ 


for Porto Rico, which were promulgated by 
the war department ioday: 

“Executive Mansion, Washington, August 
19, 1898.—By virtue of the authority vested 
in me as commander in chief of the army 
and navy of the United States of America, 
I do hereby order ang direct that upon the 
Occupation and possession of any ports and 

laces in the island of Porto Rico by ‘he 
orceg Of the United States, the following 
tariff duties and taxes, to be levied and 
collected as a military contribution and 
regulaticns for the administraton thereof, 
Shall take effect and be in force in ihe 
ports and places so occupied. 

“Questions arising under said tariff and 
regulations shall be decided by the general 
in command of the United States forces in 
that island. 

“Necessary and authorized expenses for 
the administration of said tariff and regu- 
lationg shall be paid from the collections 
thereunder. 

“Accurate accounts of collections and ex- 
ports and expenditures shall be kept and 
rendered to the secretary of war. 

“WILLIAM McKINLEY.” 

The tonnage and other port taxes are 
the same as the custom duties. The tax 
of 530 cents on each ton of merchandise 
land at San Juan and Mayaguez, for 
harbor improvements, is continued.

Announcement Was Made from His 


Residence Last Night 


SUIT 15 FILED IN COURT FOR NOTE 


It Is Believed There Are a Number 
of Creditors—Mr. Curran Is in 
Charge of His Affairs Until 
Mr. Redwine Returns 
to the City. 


MR. T. D. MEADOR WAS APPOINTED 
receiver for the assets of J. B. Redwine 
by order of the court yesterday morning. 
A bill was presented by John L. Hopkins 
& Sons, A. J. Orme and J. BE. McClelland, 
attorneys for Chamberlin-Johnson-DuBose 
company, J. H. High and Mrs. C. J. Felder, 
asking that the receiver be appointed, as 
Mr. Redwine was a creditor of the plain- 
tiffs and owed them money which was 
unsecured. 

There are some sensational allegations in 
the bill, the principal one being that of 
fraud. It is alleged that he transferred to 
his wife the valuable property on Jackson 
street. The bill says this was in settiement 


Y ot an $8,000 or $10,000 debt. The bill states 


that Mr. Redwine owes his wife nothing, 
and that the property was placed out of his 
hands to defraud creditors and keep the 
property from going as a part of the as- 
sets of Mr. Redwine. 

The bill further asks that Mrs. J. B. 
Redwine, Hugh T. Inman, J. K. Ottley and 
John S. Owens be made parties defendant. 
It is further asked that Mr. and Mrs. Red- 
wine be restrained from disposing of any 
of their property, and that the other par- 
ties not be allowéd to dispose of any of 
their property, in excess of thelr legal 
claims. 

The petition goes on to say that Mr. 
Redwine is indebted to J. M. High in the 
sum of $143.53, to Chamberlin-Johnson- 
DuBose company $162.36 and to Mrs. Felder 
$1,000. These debts are said to be umnse- 
cured, and a receiver is asxed for the 
assets for that reason. 

Some of the other debts which Mr. Red- 
wine is said to be encumbered with are set 
forth in the bill. It is stated that Mr. 
Hugh Inman is a creditor to the amount 
of $11,000, Mr. J. K. Ottley $10,000, J. 5S. 
Owens and others in various sums. 

It is alleged that the security held by 
these creditors is in excess of the amounts 
Redwine is due them, and the object of the 
bill is to get the receiver to collect the 
assets and make an equitable distribution 
of them to the best interests of the 
creditors. 

It is alleged in the bill that Mr. Redwine 
has a large number of notes, and that these 
have been placed with creditors to secure 
them. The amount of.these notes is esti- 
mated at $100,000. 

The order was signed. by Judge Lumpkin 
granting a temporary injunction as prayed 
for, and he set August 3lst as the day for 
the parties to appear in court, and show 
cause why. it should not be made permanent. 
He appointed Mr. Meador receiver of the 
assets which are accessible. 

Suit Is Brought on Note. 

Suit was filed-in the clerk’s office yes- 
terday morning to recover two notes for 
$500 each which are due in six months and 
Were made last. February. The suit was 
brought by Mr. W. B. Symmers. 

Two deeds conveying property belonging 
to ‘Mr. Redwine were filed in the clerk’s 


office yesterday. One was made some t'me: 


ago, but was not placed on record. The 
other is dated August 16th. 

The older one conveys a lot on Pine 
street and a farm near the city to the 
Third National bank for $10,000, and the 
other conveys property on Fair street and 
other tracts of land to his daughter, Mrs. 
Bessie R. McClelland, in consideration of 
$5,000. 

The office of Mr. Redwine in Temple 
Court was full of creditors and others 
during the day yesterday, seeking infor- 
mation of the missing financier. Mr. Cur- 
ran, his confidential clerk, could not give 
them any. He reiterated what he said after 
the failure. He said that $35,000 would cover 
the indebtedness, and that every dollar 
would be paid. 

The indebtedness of Mr. Redwine cannot 
be obtained, as the creditors have not come 
into court. It is expected that a number 
will file interventions and ask to be made 
parties plaintiff to the proceedings for a 
receiver today, and the accurate amount 
Owed by the financier will become known. 

It is believed that there are a large num- 
ber of creditors. From the deeds filed, it is 
Said that Mr. Redwine has done all he 
could to protect those who are the largest 
ereditors of himself, and this clerk says 
fhe others will be paid their full indebted-

Mr. Moyers was born jn Dandridge, east

were few people in that section. He lived 
a great part of his Iife in that section ind 
was considered one of the leaders among 
the people of that part of the state dur- 
ing his entire residence. 

His uprightness and honesty !n all busi- 
ness transactions made for him thousands 
of friends and demanded the regard of bis 
enemies, if he had «ny. 

He married Miss &mily Taylor, daugiiter 
of General David ‘Taylor, of Chattvoga 
county, formerly of Burke county. His 
wife died twenty-two years ago. Five chil- 
dren were born, but only two of them are 
now alive. 

Mr. Moyers was elected clerk of the su- 
perior court of Chattooga county at twen- 
ty-omne years of age 4g a whig, when the 
county was overwhelmingly Cemocratic. 
His majority over his democratic oppenent 
was two to one. 

He held this office as long as he desired 
it. He was twice afterward tendered the 
nomination to the legislature by both par- 
ties but declined on account of business in- 
terests. He had accumulated a handsome 
fortune, but the panic of 1873 left him a 
poor man. 

Although he was heaylly involved as se- 
curity and otherwise, he was not sued for 
anything. He met every obligation as it 
fell due and to do so sacrificed every piece 
of his property. His honesty was uncom- 
promising and he was modest, unassuming 
and uncomplaining. 

Mr. Moyers was a devoted member of the 
Presbyterian church for over forty years. 
One who knew him intimately said yester- 
day: “He not only had mot a single enemy, 
but those who knew him were his strong 
friends.”’ 

For the past two years he has divided 
his time between the homes of his two 
children, Mr. W. T. Moyers, of Atlanta, 
and Mrs. Charles B. Metcalf, of San An- 
gelo, Tex.

BLACKBURN, ONE 
of the democratic leaders of the state of 
Kentucky, arrived in Atlanta late Thursday 
night and is stopping with his daughter, 
Mrs. W. P. Hall, wife of Colonel W. P. 
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jority of the counties the commissioners 


will be two democrats and one republican. 
In some of the counties there will: be no re- 


publican commissioner, but solely because 


the republican organization in that county 
failed to recommend any one for the po- 
sition. 

“The republicans now have four of the 
congressional districts, while we have the 
remaining seven. I think that at the next 
election the republicans will be doing well 
if they carry one of these districts, and 
we will take from them much that they 
won previously. 

The National Situation. 

“With the conditions as they now are it 
is a hard matter to say what will trans- 
pire at the next national election. The 
war has, as wars always do, caused all 
political matters to be suspended, but 1 
think that 1900 will see a democratic vic- 
tory and that the currency question will 
be brought as prominently to the front 
as ever before. The republicans are trying 
to change the issue and bring territorial 
annexation to the front, but the currency 
question will not be successfully put in the 
background. Speaking for Kentucky, I can 
say that there is nota man who was with 
us in 1896 who is not with us today. Free

Hall. adjutant general of the department 
of the gulf, United States army. 

Colonel Blackburn is in Atlanta on e 
short visit to Colonel and Mrs. Hall and 
will remain here for several days. He 
takes this opportunity to visit his daugh- 
ter and obtain a few days’ rest. 

When seen yesterday Colonel Blackburn 
had rested after his trip and was enjoying 
the cool breezes of an Atlanta afternoon. 
He was feeling well and spoke interesting- 
ly of the political situation in Kentucky 
and of the results of ine recent war with 
Spain. 

He says that the democrats will score a 
great victory in wxentucky in 1899, when the 
election takes place, and that the offices 
obtained by the republicans will be few 
and of an unimportant nature. The condi- 
tion of the uemocratic party and the pros- 
pects for victory are better than they have 
been during the past twenty years and 
all democrats are looking forward witi 
pleasure to the battle of the ballots in No- 
vember, 1599. 

“Perfect harmony prevails in the demo- 
cratic ranks in Kentucky and there is not 
the slightest friction anywhere,"’ said Colo- 
nel Blackburn yesterday. ‘‘The cutlook is 
better than it has peen at any time in the 
past twenty years and that we will have a 
great victory there is not the slightest 
doubt. Everything points to our success 
and it will be a democratic year. 

‘‘The causes of the present situation and 
of the bright prospecrs are many and va- 
ried, but the principal reason is the expe- 
rience of a republican administration for 
two years. The administration has been 
entirely unsatisfactory to the people and 
to the republican party itself. This, more 
than anything else, will work out the dem- 
ocratic victory. The republican party in. 
Kentucky is in the throes of a factional 
fight from which it cannot recover. There 
seems to be no chance for peace in the 
republican ranks, though many efforts have 
been made to bring about harmony. The 
republican party is divided into two fac- 
tions, one of which is led by Hunter, the 
present minister to «suatemala. He was 
in Kentucky some time ago and there 
was considerable interest attached to his 
visit. It was desired to be known whether 
or not he came on a .nission of reace and 
it is very evident that he was not in a 
peaceful mood. This eplit in the republican 
ranks is a bitter one and each side is dis- 
satisfied with the other. One is dissatisfied 
with Governor Bradley and his administra- 
tion and all of this works to the disorgan- 
ization and defeat of the party. 

“In the Louisville district there is also a 
faction fight in the republican ranks, and 
this will probably resuit in a democratic 
victory in that district, though it is a rank 
republican district. The «lection this fall 
to which a great amount of interest and 
importance is attached .s that of an ap- 
pelate court judge. If the republicans win | 
this fight it will give them a majority on 
the supreme bench. ‘Ve already have the 
majority and will retain it if we win this 


“All elections in Kentucky will now be 
conducted under a new pian. The change 
was made by the legislature last Feb- 
ruary, and this p.aces the election niachin- 
ery in entirely different hands. Heretofore 
the county judge in each county has ap- 
pointed the managers and election officials

“A question which will, in my opinion, 
be brought forward at the next election 
will be the tariff question. And it will 
come from the republicans. The makers 
of the Dingley tariff bill worked for eight 
months on a law which they guaranteed 
would increase the revenue of this coun- 
try many million dollars. It was a law 
on which great labor had been expendec 
and of which they were proud. This law 
has been in effect a year and instead of 
the increase, we find that there has been 
a deficit of something like $40,000,000. This 
does not take into consideration the addli- 
tional burden caused by the war, which 
expense will have to be paid in some way. 
The Dingley bill was made on a peace 
basis. Something will have to be done 
and the republicans will have to come be- 
fore the American people and admit the 
practical failure of their tariff law. While 
this will be one of the !tmportant issues 
in the next campaign I do not believe it 
will overshadow the currency question and 
believe that this will be the all important 
issue. 

“Before the war I believed, and the ma- 
jority of republicans admitted, that we 
would have a majority in the next lower 
house. Now I am of the opinion that the 
republicans will retain the majority. But 
I do not believe that the war will occupy 
the attention of the people much longer 
and*in the course of the next twelve 
months they will have forgotten that we 
have ever whipped Spain. 


Favors Cuban Annexation. 

“I favor the annexation of Cuba to the 
United States, but not now. In the recog- 
nition of the independence of the island 
We made a promise to establish a form 
of government there and this will be done. 
I think that the very Springfield rifles we 
furnished to the Cuvan armies with which 
to fight the Spaniards will be used against 
our soldiers. In a short while we will 
find ourselves attempting the very same 
thing that occupied so much of Spain's 
attention—suppress* the Cuban insurgents. 
The annexation of Cuba to the United 
States will work about in the proper way, 
and it will be done on petition of the people 
of that country. 

“IT do not think we should touch the 
Philippines except to hold Manila and to 
retain one of the islands as a naval base 
and coaling station. With millions of col- 
ored people in this country and with many 
of a different race in Cuba, Porto Rico 
and Hawaii we will have about all we can 
very well take care of.” 

Colonel Blackburn kept close in touch 
with the Cuban situation and predicts that 
the island will be aanexed to the United 
States in the course of the next two years. 
He is also of the opirion that the insure- 
ents will fave to be thoroughly whtpped 
by American troops.

The 20 Prisoners at the Post Wil 
Be Sent fo Portsmouth, W, H, 


GUARD. OF 35 MEN 60 


Lieutenant Buffington Will Be in Com- 
mand of the Prisoner on the Way, 
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SPANIARDS ARE INFORMED OF ORDER 


Prisoners Express Delight at the Idea 
of Seeing Something of United 
States and Are Glad To Join 
Their Friends at Ports- 
mouth, N. H. 


TWENTY OF THE COUNTRY’S ENE- 
mies who have been kept in confinement 
at Fort McPherson for more than three 
months will take their leave of the post 
tomorrow at noon. 

Yesterday morning an order for the re- 
moval“of the Spaniards to Pourtsmouth, 
N. H., was sent from Washington through 
the department of the gulf and was con- 
veyed at once to Captain Forbes, com- 
manding Fort McPherson. — 

With the order for the transfering of the 
Spaniards came one for the removal of the 
Thirteenth infantry recruits now at the 
post, and the latter in command of Lieu- 
tenant Buffington, will form the guard to 
carry the prisuners to Portsmouth, 

At a conference held with General Pen- 
nington at the headquarters of the depart- 
ment of the gulf yesterday afternoon, Lieu- 
tenant Buffington decided to leave with 
the prisoners at once and selected tomor- 
row at noon as the time for the departure. 

All of the Spaniards will go to join their 
friends at Portsmouth, and the five spies 
who have been kept behind the bars of the 
guardhouse closely watched since their ar- 
rival are included in the order. 

Of the twenty Spaniards at Fort McPher- 
gon, elght of them are commissioned offi- 
cers, one is a sergeant and the remainder 
are privates, including those who are tak- 
en as spies. The names of the officers are:

Elmhurst, one of the spies, who is said 
to be am American citizen, and who is 
charged with having enlisted in the United 
States army for the purpose of spying 
into the intentions of the American general 
as the emisary of the Spanish government, 
will be sent to his regiment for trial after 
arriving at Portsmouth. It is probable that 
the remaining four spies will be given 
their freedom in a few days, since the ev- 


idence against them is only circumstantial. 
The strict orders isshed when the pris- 


oners Were brought to the post forbidding 
any one to talk to them will be observed 
to the letter during the trip north, and 
the heavy guard of thirty-five men from 
the Thirteenth infantry will be carried 
slong more to protect the Spaniards from 
the people on the way tham to keep them 
from escaping. ~ 

As the men of the Thirteenth infantry 
have been ordered to Montauk Point, Long 
Island, to join their regiment, twenty-five 
of them will stop at that place, while the 
rest, under Lieutenant Buffington, ‘will 
convey the Spamiards to Portsmouth. 

Prisoners Glai To Go. 

When the news that they were to depart 
for Portsmouth, N. H., was given to the 
Spaniards, the officers in the party ex- 
pressed the greatest delight, while-the pri- 
vates, who never speak in the presence of 
one of their officers unless spoken to, ex- 
hibited the same indifferent expression of 
face that has characterized them since 
being taken prisoners. 

The Spanish officers, who at first were 
afra.d to be moved to amother post, enter- 
taining a fanciful idea that they would 
meet with violence at the hands of the 
pecple, havs now come to know something 
of A:nerican character and no longer fear 
of being dealt with roughly. They were 
giad at the order for their removal, first 
for the reason that they are to be carried 
to the place where nearly all of the Span- 
ish prisoners are confined and wii] there 
be able to learn something of the great 
naval battle of Santiago, of which they 
have heard little and of which they are 
intensely anxious to know of from the 
men who took part in it. 

The Spaniards are also glad of an op- 
portunity to see something of the Tnited 
States, a country formerly held by them 
disdain, but which for many reasons 
they now regard with profound respect. 
the officers in the crowd ex- 
pressed the desire to return to Cuba in- 
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| accede to their request upon the final set- 
tlement of the peace terms, 

The prompt action of the government 
in removing the prisoners from Fort Mc- 
Pherson came as the result of a telegram 
sent to the war department by Major Tay- 
lor, in command of the hospitals, in which 
he informed the department that the build- 
ing now occupied by the Spaniards could 
‘be used to gréat advantage as an adjunct 
to the hospital and could be turned in:o 
wards for the fever patients. This step 
will be taken at once upon the departure of 
the prisoners and the building which now 
holds the twenty Spaniards will be devoted 
to the care of the sick and wounded. 

Since coming to Fort McPherson all of 
the prisoners have behaved themselves 
well and have given .the officers fn charge 
of the post very little trouble. For this 
rea they have been shown unusual cour- 
tesies. for prisoners and have been, inform- 
ed regularly of the progress of the war. 
Every comfort except liberty has been ex- 
tended to the Spaniards and they have 
time and again expressed their apprecia. 
tion for the consideration of a magnani- 
mous enemy. 

As soon as the news that they were to 
be carried to Portsmouth, N. H., was giv- 
en them by Lieutenant Buffington several 
of the more ardent began at once the work 
of packing their slender belongings, which 
consist in the clothing they were captured 
in and what has been given them by the 
charitable ladies at the post.

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Havana’s Praiseworthy Spirit. 

We admire the spirit which Havana 
exhibits in submitting with such marked 
grace to the altered condition of affairs 
in that stronghold. There was good 
reason to believe that ‘the pulling down 
of the Spanish flag would be attended 
with disagreeable results, but nothing 
has occurred within the past few days 
to justify this apprehension in the least. 

On the contrary, the residents of Ha- 
vana have aceepted the situation in the 
best humor possible. "Without shedding 
any tears of vain regret they ‘have re- 
sumed the Commercial and industrial op- 
erations which they were forced to sus- 
pend almost entirely at the commence- 
ment of tthe blockade. They seem to 
be intent upon retrieving in some mea- 
ure the theavy financial losses which 
they have recently sustained, and such 
is the vim with which they have thus 
asserted themselvs within the past few 
days tthat they are more than apt to 
prove successful in this endeavor. 

When we remember that Havana has 
been the abode of Spanish authority in 
Cuba from time immemorial and that 
the sentiment of that stronghold has 
been constantly loyal to the home gov- 
ernment since the outbreak of hostill- 
ties, we cannot do otherwise than won- 
der at the cheerful spirit of resignation 
which prevails in Havana. Especially is 
this manifestation remarkable in view of 
the long siege of privation and suspense 
through which the residents of Havana 
have been compelled to pass. This in 
itself has been more tthan enough to 
render them sluggish and dull. But 
with extraordinary. enthusiasm they 
have revived from the condition of stu- 
‘por to which defeat and want have re- 
duced them, and apparently Whey are in 
better trim to grapple with the affairs 
of business than they have been in 
months, if not in years, 

We cannot ascribe this unwonted 
spirit of activity in Havana solely to 
what may be termed reaction. In some 
measure it is due to the confidence which 
the residents of Havana feelin the fact 
that under the altered condition of af- 


fairs tn Cuba they thavethe asstrance } 


of being unmolested, and moreover, that 
in consequence of the victory of the 
United States in the present war the 
whole island is destined to undergo radi- 
cal changes for the better, whether it 
remains under the protection of the 
American flag or whether it dons the 
robe of political independence. 

Verily, Cuba is about to enter upon 
the most prosperous era dhe has ever 
known, and ‘when tthe next few years 
have wrought their miracles of prog- 
ress upon the island, even Havana wil! 
wonder why it is that she could eve 
have endured so long the tyrannical 
yoke of Spain. When Havana is purged 
of her filth she will become one of the 
most attractive cities of? tthe globe. 
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The Future of the South. 


Colonel J. B. Killebrew, of Nashville, 
Tenn., has been for years interested in 
the material upbuilding of the south, 
and whatever he says bearing upon this 
line is sure to claim attention. Colonel 
Killebrew is deeply impressed with the 
outlook for the future which ‘the pres- 
ent war ‘has kindled, and on this point 
he thus expresses himself: 

I look for a wonderful movement of cap- 
ital toward the south when this war shall 
end, for it is a strange thing that the in- 
telligent people of the north have hereto- 
fore been more ignorant of the advantages 
that the south presents than they have 
been of the advantages which are to be 
found in China. It is a strange thing that 
this ignorance has been nureed by preju- 
dicies as great as ever narrowed the minds 
or clouded the intellects of a great people. 
We shall see better times hereafter; The 
war has broadened us; it has dissipated 
prejudices; it has made us one people, such 
as we have never been since the declara- 
tion of independence. A patriot should 
seek to destroy sectionalism, because no 
man can be a patriot whose love for his 
country only takes in the halfeofit. Travy- 
el and information disseminated in proper 
localities will finally make us a homoge- 
neous people, more appreciative of the 
whole country. 

There can be no doubt of the fact that 
one of the results of the present war 
has been to obliterate sectional lines 
and to wipe out sectional feuds. There 
is now less to blind the eyes of the 
morth to the possibilities of the south, 
and rapid development is sure to fol- 
low. 


.. 
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An Accomplished Diplomat. 
The succesful termination of the pre- 


liminary negotiations toward peace will | 


redound gréatly to the credit of the 
accomplished diplomat who, as ambas- 
sador representing the republic. of 
France, has been intrusted with the 
handling of the preliminaries for Spain. 
That there has been an entire absence 
of that dilatoriness and play for delay 
which has been regarded one of the 
distinguishing characteristics of Spanish 
diplomacy, has doubtless been due in a 
great measure to the able handling of 


Spanish affairs at this end by Ambassa- 


dor Cambon. 

It was natural that Spain should have 
asked the representative of France to 
act for ther in this emergency, for the 
relations between the two nations are 
closer even than those between Spain 
and Austria. In the latter case the 
ties are only those of the dynasty; but 
between France and Spain the ties are 
racial. Most fortunate, then, for Spain 
that the representative of France ‘3 50 
accomplished a diplomat and a man of 
euch broad un 


as 


has, throughout the negotiations, . 
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his frank statement of the conditions as 
they present themselves ‘has undoubt- 
edly been of great value to Premier Sa- 
gasta in his efforts to bring all ele- 
nients at Madrid to realize the necessi- 
ty of acceding to the peace terms. 

In serving Spain, M. Cambon hds also 
been of material service to his own 
country, whose interests in Spain are 
many; and in aiding the promotion of 
peace he has done good service to hu- 
Manity. He has had the opportunity, 
and has grasped it. Much credit be- 
longs to M. Cambon. 

Only One Phase. 

It is said that several eminent repub- 
licans, who have been approached by 
representatives of the president and 
sounded as to whether they would serve 
on the peace commission, have iitimated 
that they would rather somebody else 
had the job. When a republican, in or 
out of office, declines anythimg tendered 
him, there must be something out of 
the ordinary in the wind; and the dec- 
lination of these gentlemen has natural- 
ly led an observer to investigate the 
reasons assigned. 

The result is interesting. While dif- 
ferent excuses have been assigned by 
the friends of these gentlemen, the real 
reason animating all of them is found 
in one of the problems which must be 
solved with regard to the Philippines. 

These republicans are men of politi- 
cal ambition. More than one regards 
himself a presidential possibility, and 
others who would not acknowledge to 
that particular longing are looking to 
other things almost as good. These, one 
and all, see in the Philtppine question 
at least one problem which makes them 
pause. 

While they are among those who are 
declaring in favor of holding the islands 
and who believe that the majority sen- 
timent in this country is In favor of 
their retention, they see that such ac- 
tion will necessitate the existence of a 
very much larger army than we now 
possess, and they do not care to go on 
record as contributing toward that state 
of affairs. 

The reason is a selfish‘one. They see 
that ever since the army was used to 
suppress the railroad strike at Chicago 
the idea of any increase in the standing 
army has been far from popular with 
those who fear its misuse. This is par- 
ticularly the case with the labor ele- 
ment, which sees in the possible misuse 
of the army great danger to their rights. 

Politicians with ambitions are very 
chary of running counter to this power- 
ful element. These particular polit 
cians do not agree with those men of 
toll who fear there may come a time 
when a large standing army might 
abridge tthe rights of the people; nor do 
they share in the natural feeling that 
the burden of the inoreased expense 
would fall on the shoulders of the peo 
ple; but they see that the sentiment ex- 
ists, and for selfish reasons they do not 
care to put themselves on record in sup- 
port of a greater standing army. That 
is but one of thé problems presented by 
the Philippine question. There are 
thany others, not the least of them being 
how to let go if we want to. 


- Secretary Alger. 

Secretary Alger has not emerged 
frem the perplexities of the present sit- 
uation with much credit to himself, This 
is the opinion of conservative republi- 
can newspapers as well as of the country 
at large; and if victory has perched 


supon our flag as the result of recent hos- 


tilities it is not due to the skillful man- 
ipulations of Secretary Alger. With 
closer approximation to the truth, it 
may be affirmed that this successful 
stage has been reached in spite of the 
direction which that cabinet officer has 
given to events. 

We note first the severe strictures of 
The Philadelphia Public Ledger. This 
stanch supporter of the administration 
does not hesitate to speak out in bold 
terms of Secretary Alger’s gross incom- 
petence. Without stopping to quote the 
exact language of this newspaper, it de 
clares in substance, tha'tt Secretary Al- 
ger has not only been guilty of the worst 
sort of political favoritism, but also of 
the most wanton disregard of the needs 
of our soldiers in camp and in ‘hospital, 
declaring that in the eyes of the whole 
country, north, south, east and west, he 
has been rightfully condemned for the 
short-sighted manner in which he has 
discharged the duties of his portfolio. 

Scarcely less caustic is the language of 
The Boston Transcript, another conser- 
vative republican newspaper. This is 
what The Boston Transcript says: 

The political uses to which the hich office 
of head of the war department has been 
prostituted, the inefficiency and extrava- 
gance of the conduct of the war in some of 
its phases, capped by the charge, now free- 
ly made tere, that the secretary garbled 
the Roosevelt letter and omitted explana- 
tory passages for the sake of making a 
theatrical use of ft, will leave Mr. Alger in 
@ very uncomfortable position for fooling 
the public, unless he does what, it is said, 
the president and at least half the cabi- 
net have been hoping he would, and take 
himself out of service by resignation. 

Other stanch republican newspapers 
might be quoted to the same effect. For 
instance, The Baltimore American de- 
clares that within the past week troops 
have been lying in the rain just outside 
of New York without food or medicine, 
simply because of the blundering incom- 
petency of the war department. ‘Thus 
also speaks such democratic newspapers 
‘as The Philadelphia Record, The New 
York Times and The Baltimore Sun, 
most of which have been pronounced 
supporters of ‘the present administration. 

Secretary Alger may not decide to 
give up his portfolio prior to the expira- 
tion of his four years’ tenure, but ‘he has 
little to gain from its retention, since 


he cannot possibly within the next two 


years redeem himself from the criti- 
cism to which he has been subjected by 


reason of his official blunders in econnec- | 


tion with the management of the Span- 
ish-American war.

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Washington, August 19.—(@pecial.)—Dur- 
ing the few thours which the spent in the 
city on Wednesday General Joe Wheéler 
was the center of interest and, I may add, 
of admiration. The gajlant little major 
general, whose career has been as romantic 
as that of any man who has ever con- 
tributed to ‘history, is always busy, and 
there was no exception to this rule on 
Wednesday when he was in conference 
with the president, and then with the 
secretary of war, and had to return the en- 
thusiastic greetings of everybody in public 
life, and out of it, who could get near him. 
The general's son. Iieutenant Wheeter, 
came over with him, and he, too, came In 
for hearty greetings from army chums and 
old friends; for, although this father’s re- 
ports have had little to say on the sub- 
ject, the men in the army know that 
“young Joe” proved himself decidedly a 
Ghip from the old block. 

General Wheeler shows to some extent the 
effect of that visitation of fever, which, 
though it could not affect the dominant will 
of the gallant little general, did succeed in 
playing temporary havoc with his slight 
body; but he does not look as badly as I 
had expected, and there was no diminution 
of that splendid nervous energy that has 
always been one of his most prominent 
characteristics. 

Political News from Home. 

Naturally, General Wheeler was gratified 
at the news from his congressional district 
indicating that he will not only have no 
opposition for the nomination, but none 
for the election as well. He had not heard 
of Judge Richardson's withdrawal from 
the contest until his return from Santiago, 
and it was a telegram from Tihe Constitu- 
tion which told him of the withdrawal of 
Colonel Blackwell and the probability 
that everybody in the district, republicans 
and populists as well ag democrats, will 
cast their ballots for him at the election. 

The general has not felt at all disturbed 
at the democratic opposition to his renom- 
ination, for he knew the people of his 
district, and, as he modestly saya, “I am 
always willing to leave my case in their 
hands.’’ Well he may bé, No district has 
ever had a more faithful representative, 
and the people of the eighth Alabama seem 
thoroughly alive te that fact. 

General Wheeler talked of his desire to 
get to Alabama and be with his friends, 
which, however, his new duties at Montauk 
will prevent for some time. Then our talk 
turned to the great victory in Cuba and to 
the conditions now existing there. 

The Modesty of Greatness. 

Of the part he himsedf played in it, 
there was no talk from him; but of the 
men under him, no words of praise were 
too strong. The gallant work of individuals 
and of commands, of officers and of private 
soldiers, was given unstiited praise. With 
tears in his eyes he spokeof those who ac 
fallen in the battles and of how he hoped 
to have the privilege of alding in securing 
pensions for the widows of spme in par- 
ticular—men whose persohality and whose 
bravery had impressed themselves upon 
him. Of the conditions NM Cuba he had 
much to say that interested me. 

General Wheeler is not @ne of those en- 
gaged in the effort to make it appear that 
the Cubans are irresponsible and likely to 
give this country much trouble. He does 
not agree with thoge reports which repre- 
sent the sympathizers with the insurgents 
as being at the bottom of the friction that 
seems to exist. 

Where the Friction Comes From. 

“As I see it,” said he, “these troubles 
come from a different element. They come 
from the men who were the autonomists 
before the war began: It is this element 
which is now trying to stir up strife by 
claiming that the American purpose is to 
keep the islands. They are doing it large- 
ly to vindicate the position they maintain- 
ed before the war, when they were preach- 
ing that the autonomist government was 
what it claimed to be—a government for 
the Cubans. Now, te give warrant to the 
claims they then made, they are declaring 
that government was the only Cuban gov- 
ernment, and in proof they cite eur reten- 
tion of the old Spanish officials in the civil 
places in Santiago. Incideytally they are 
stirring up strife, which they hope will 
result in the alienation of the Cubans who 
form the insurgent party from this gov- 
ernment. Now that these people have seen 
their autonomy scheme fall through, most 
of them are for annexation. It is not ex-~ 
aggeration to say that most of the prop- 
erty owning element of the island favors 
annexation.” 

His View of the Cubans. 

General Wheeler takes a considerably 
different view of the Cubans than that held 
and expressed by a number of others who 
were thrown with them. He differs very 
decidedly from Mr. Hanna's friend, Colo- 
nel Dick. who did not get to Cuba in time 
to see any of the fighting, and from those 
others who seem, from their descriptiens, 
to base their ju@gment upon the condition 
and quality of the clothes the Cubans 
wear. 

“There have been misunderstandings,” 
said the general, ‘‘and there will be more 
unless we try to learn their ways and they 
try to learn ours. As I told the president 
in the short talk we had on the subject, the 
friction seemed to me to be due very 
largely, if not altogether, to the fact that 
the Cubans cannot understand our lan- 
guage and it is very difficult to make them 
realize just our position toward them, 
They certainly cannot be blamed for not 
understanding our position when we go in 
there and place over them the Spanish 
officials whom they have considered their 
enemies. Such an act was, of course, nec- 
essary, and they might have understood it 
if our people had taken the trouble to ex- 
plain. Perhaps I should say if they had 
had the patience to explain. | 

Latin Character. 


“There ig a vast difference between the 


| character of the Latins and that of the 


Angio-Gaxons. These people have been 
reared in an entirely different atmosphere. 
They think differently, they act different- 
ly. They do not understand us any more 
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of intrenchments. When I had taken the 
pains to explain to them the necessity for 
that work, which they did net understand 
at all at first, they in most cases went to 
work with a will.” 
i A Tribute to Garcia. 

I asked the general about the character 
of the men comprising the Cuban army. 

“General Garcia,” he said, “is a patriot 
who is fighting for love of liberty and the 
love of his country, and in all respects @ 
high-class man. He has upon his staff a 
number of men of the game fine character 
and fine accomplishments. As for the rank 
and file of the army, it comprises many 
men of many different grades, and it is 
natural it should. Many of the Cuban 
soldiers are negroes who seemed to be 


below the’ intelligence of our own negroes 


who have had so much greater advantages. 
The Cubans were not attached to my divi- 
sion and I did not have the same constant 
relations with them as others did, but I 
saw enough of them to make me belleve 
that properly handled, there need’ be no 
clash with them. I know that men like 
Garcia are men of intelligence and, un- 
derstanding, will 20-operate fully with our 
authorities in the establishment and main- 
tenance of order in the island. And I be- 
lieve that with an honest desire on the 
part of the representatives of our govern- 
ment to do full justice—as I am sure there 
will be—the Cuban problem will be solved 
in a manner that will preserve the rights 
of all men end wiil bring permanent peace 
and prosperity to that beautiful island.”

Kynaston was the third officer of the 
White Star line steamer Britannic. He was 
arrested in Jersey City some time ago for 
connection with extensive mai] robberies on 
the Britannic.

Chief Officer Jago, of the same ship, was 
arrested at Queenstown several days ago 
on the same charge.

An Old War Time Greenback. 


From The Washington Post. 

There was paid over the counter at: the 
treasury department Monday a ten-dollar 
bill of a kind I think few of us have ever 
seen. It was worn completely through in 
places, though it had been in the posses- 
sion of the man who presented it almost 
since its issue. It bore in gold letters on 
its fact the words, “Compound 
treasury note.’’ It was issued December 
20, 1864, wnder the act of congress of June 
2th of that year, ang Was numbered 409,993. 
On thé back was printed the statement: 

“By act of congress this note is legal 
tender for ten dollars, but bears interest 
at 6 per cent, compounded every s!x months, 
though payable only at maturity, as fol- 
lows.” ‘The “‘as follows” was a table show- 
ing the worth of the note at six-month in- 
tervals, and the elaborate explafation con- 
cluded with: 

“This sum, $11.%’’’—shown in the table— 
‘‘wih be paid to holder for principal and in- 
terest at maturity of note, years 
from date,” 

The old man who presented it seemed sur- 
prised to learn that the compounding of the 
interest had ceased in 1867, but he took his 
$11.94 and departed contentedly. The bill 
was an old wartime greenback, made in- 
terest-bearing in order to make it more 
acceptable to the people, for money for war 
expenses didn’t pour into the treasury in 
those days as it does now.

FUNERAL WILL OCCUR SUNDAY 


The Interment Will Take Place in Oak- 
land Cemetery. 


WELL KNOWN AND POPULAR IN GEORGIA 


.He Was Very Prominent in Georgia 
Politics for Over Forty-One 
Years. 


AFTER A LINGERING ILLNESS HON. 
J. Troupe Taylor, journalizing clerk of the 
senate, died yesterday afternoon at 38:40 
o'clock at his late residence, 101 East Ellis 
street. He wag one of the besf-known men 
in the state, and popular.as well, and the 
news of his death will] be heard with regret 
by those who knew him during the many 
years of his residence in Georgia. 

It wags known to his immediate friends 
that he was very ill, but it was thought 
that this chances for recovery were good, 
and it was not until yesterday morning 
that the physicians atfending him an- 
nounced that there was no hope of saving 
his life. He was given the best of medical 
attention during his last illness, and everye 
thing that science could gyggest wag done 
for him, but without avail 

At the time of his death he had at his 
bedside his wife, his daughfer and son, 
Mr. Walter Taylor, of The Atlanta Jour- 
naj reportorial staff. Mr. Taylor was con- 
scious to the last, and spoke to the mem- 
bers of his family only a few moments 
prior to his death. 

Dehth came fapparently without pain, 
and «eo gradually did his life pass from 
him that it was difficult to tell exactly 
when it came. Immediately after his de- 
mise his friends were notified, and the 
news of his death caused much regret in 
the city. 

The immediate cause of his death was 
pronounced heart trouble, but this wags su- 
perinduced by other and chronic affections, 
with which he thad been suffering for 
years. He has been constantly in the care 
of physicians during thig long period. 

Funeral services will be conducted to- 
morrow afternoon at 4 o’elock in St. Luke's 
church, of which the dereased was a de- 
vout member, and the interment will oc- 
cur immediately after in Oakland ceme- 
tery. Further arrangements for the fun- 
era] will be announced )ater. 

Mr. Taylor thad reached the age of sev- 
enty years, having been born in Burke 
county, near Waynesboro, January 24, 
1828. He was the son ef Genera] David 
Taylor, who came to Georgia from Ireland 
during colonial days, and who acquired his 
rank because of his conimission in the mi- 
litia. which was at that time the only ar- 
my in existence in the United States. 

Genera] David Tayler was a man of 
wealth, owning two plantations, and con- 
sequently his son was reared in the afflu- 
ence and luxury which surrounded the an- 
te-bellum country southern gentleman. In 
this life Hon. Troupe Taylor was reared, 
and here he acquired the grace and court- 
liness which in after years brought him 
friends and popularity; 

He spent his early life in Richmond and 
Burke counties, on the-plantations of h-s 
father, and having received a splendid 
education, was admitted to the bar. A legal 
career he decided, however, was not his 
calling and he therefore turned to journal- 
ism. Prior to fhe civil war he at different 
times edited two papers, one in Rome, Ga., 
and the other in Dalton, Ga, 

His paper represented much to him, but 
when the civil war commenced gave it 
up to fight for the south. He joined a 
Georgia regiment and was in the Army of 
Northern Virginia. A series of promotions, 
however, were in store for him, because of 
his gallantry and bravery, and the close 
of the war found him an aid on the staff 
of General Custis Lee. 

While fighting around Richmond he 
made the acquaintance of Miss Virginia 
Cary, the daughter of a prominent news- 
paper man of that city, and immediately 
after the war they were married in Rich- 
mond, Bringing his bride to Georgia with 
him he settled In Newnan, Ga., and 
launched a paper known as the People’s 
Defender, but later he discontinued its pub- 
lication and has since resided in Atlanta. 

Prior to the civil war Mr. Taylor was 
journalizing clerk in both the house and 
senate of the general assembly. This was 
when the capital was located at Milledge- 
ville. After the war he again took this 
position, but during later years the work 
grew to such am extent that the time of 
one man was required in making the rec- 
ords of either branch of the general as- 
sembly. 

At the time of his death Mr. Taylor was 
journalizing clerk of the senate, This po- 
sition he held in either the senate or house 
and a portion of the time for both, for 
over forty-one years. Hé has always been 
a prominent figure in Georgia politics, but 
throughout his entire life he lived up to 
the stamdard of integrity he had set for 
himself, and at the end his career had 
been honorable and brilliant. 


DEATH OF MR. N. G CONNELL 


He Died Very Suddenly Thursday

MARYLANDERS PASS 


THROUGH ATLANTA 


Fifth Regiment Enroute to Huntsville 
Was on Many Trains. 


BOYS WERE IN GOOD SPIRITS 


It Was 1 O'Clock When the First Train 
Arrived in the City. 


A CROWD IS PRESENT AND LUSTILY CHEERS 


The Boys, Those That Were Not 
Asleep, Returned the Welcome. 
Tratis Depart Quickly. 


THD FIFTH REGIMENT, MARYLAND 
Volunteers, passed through Atlanta this 
morning, en route to the new government 
camp at Huntsville, Ala. 

The regiment came in seven trains, of 
ten coaches each, making in all seventy 
cars which were required to carry the sol- 
diers. ; 

The first train consisted of ten freight 
cars, which carried the supplies and equip- 
ments of the regiment. This train reached 
the city at 1 o’clock this morning, ard tke 
other trains followed at intervals of thirty 
minutes eadh. P 

The trains were handled by the Ceutral, 
and all the traing stopped at the Mitchell 
street station, where engines were changed 
and the water tanks on the coaches were 
refilled. A large crowd was present to 
welcome the boldiers, notwithstanding the 
unseasonabie hour. 

All the men were in good spirits, and all 
were apparently well. Many of the men 
passed through without knowing the train 
had reached the city, as they were sound 
asleep from their long ride all day and the 
night before. Those who were awake, now- 
ever, returned the shouts of welcome, and 
many .of them left their coaches icr a 
minute’s walk to relax their tired muscles. 

“We didn’t get to fight any,” said one of 
the soldiers this morning, ‘““‘but we have got 
a@ great experience from army life in camp, 
and have been forced to undergo many 
hardships for which the goyernment should 
not be ‘held responsible. We are glad to 
get away from Tampa with the prospect 
of a cooler camp.”’ 

The officers of the regiment were in Pull- 
mans, and did not leave their berths. The 
train will reach Huntsville tonight, and une 
tired men wil] at once go into camp there. 
No one on the train last night was oble 
to forecast the future of the regiment. The 
men enlisted because they hoped to get into 
the thick of the fight, and when they 
learned that the chances were all gone, 
for the present, at least, they were badly 
disappointed. The regiment is composed 
of strong and able-bodied young men, end

BOTH PRETEND TO BE HOPEFUL 


Tt Is a Case of Whistling To Keep Up 
Courage. 


THE ISSUES NOT YET FORMED 


Both Men Are Sparring for Position, 
Anxious To Take Advantage of 
Any Chance That Comes.

New York, August 19 —(Special.)—It is 


wisest to keep within the plain facta, turn- , 


ing neither to the right nor the left for 
deduction or prophecy in tryine to convey 
gome idea of the political situation in New 
York. 

This is the green stage of the campaign, 
peculiarly fatal to prophets. Prejudice, pre- 
@ilection, pressure and the other agencies 


6{ popular selection have not vet given | 


tha slightest direction to the general sen- 
timent and to say that David B. Hill 
wil} control democratic policies this fall 
er that Richard Croker will contro: them 
is a statement spun of fancy. 

This is the fascinating moment of doubt 
and so far as Mr. Hill and Mr. Croker are 
concerned they are in exactly the same 
state of mind as the gentleman who anx- 
jously regards a tempting jack pot while 
waiting for the dealer to distribute the 
hands. 

The situation is all confusion. Mr. Croker 
gmiles, jooks confident and is not confident. 
Mr. Hill wears the smile of easy assur- 
ance that he used to wear in his winning 
days, but he is not assured. Both of them 
know how indefinite the state of political 
sentiment is and while they are putting 
g@ good face on a doubtful situation they 
are movipg heaven and earth to collect 
the as yet homeless influences of their 
party. 

The Question of Control. 

The control of the democracy is yet a 

bird in the bush, As good an indication 
of the real state of affairs as could be 
wanted is the attitude of the minor lead- 
ers and the political writers. As a sample 
instance of the troubled state of doubt of 
the latter class, take the reports printed 
in the New York papers of the meeting of 
the state committee last Saturday at Sar- 
atoga. For dissimilarity and disagreement 
On all the vital points involved there is 
nothing in political literature to equal 
them. One writer who enjoys a degree of 
reputation for the general accuracy of 
what he writes on politics, sending a re- 
port to the afternoon edition of his paper 
an hour after the meeting adjourned, said 
that Croker was master of the situation. 
For the morning edition, and writing in 
the cool of the evening, he said that the 
proverbial fine diplomacy of David B. Hill 
had made a laughing stock of Croker and 
that the master of Wolfert’s Roost was 
likewise lord of the democratic situation. 
Writing again on Monday he said that 
Croker’s friends were already exulting in 
victory. The other papers were mearly 
equally diverse in the reports following the 
meeting. No two agreed, one said Hill, an- 
ether Croker and most of them spoke with- 
out flavor of partisan bias or prejudice. 

So the situation is. With the state con- 
vention littke more than a month off not 
the wisest political seer there is can tell 
who will rule democratic councils. 

There is no disputing the fact that Rich- 
ard Croker will have uphill work in wimn- 
ning support outside of the greater city. 
The farmers do not flock to his panner, 
nor do the denizens of the up-state cities. 
He is essentially a New York cily leader 
and he goes into the country hunting 
votes handicapped by the sentiment against 
Tammany which pervades the state. 
Outside of New York city the New York 
people take the Tammany symbol of the 
tiger seriously and believe the hungry 
beast is only waiting for’ a chance to 
wallow them. It will take some able labor 
On the part of Mr. Croker to get rid of 
this rural fear before September 28th, 
particularly when it is being industriously 
Watered by such an astute reasoner as 
David B. Hil).

The Strength of Mr. Hill. 


Up the state Mr. Hill ought ‘to have it 
pretty much his own way, except for such 
opposition as Senator Murphy may give 
him.* Senator Murphy is not unpopular, al- 
though the is in no sense a strong leader. 
He ‘will find it difficult, however, to rally 
votes which are ultimately to be placed 
in the same basket with Tammany’s. Hill, 
with his months of tireless planning and 
organizing, wil] not be dismissed at the 
State convention with a wave of the hand, 
not even if the hand is Croker’s. He is 
stil] the master of strategy and organiza- 
tion. He spends eighteen tireless hours ev-

has been organizing. He has 
the brains, he has the _ resources, he 
has the will, and such an influence as he 
cannot be waved aside. Hill's is the great, 
master mind in politics in New York now 
and that fact is overlooked by few. 

If his silver record is challenged, Mr. 
Croker can show no better. Mr. Croker 1s 
not a silver man, and silver will be no is- 
sue in the next state convention. Down at 
Normandie-by-the-sea Mr. Hill has written 
a platform for the Empire democrats, and 
it contains no mention of the issue of 1896. 
The platform which Mr. Croker will have 
written wijl ignore silver in the same way. 
An effort will be made at Syracuse to have 
it recognized in the platform, but it will 
avai] nothing. 

In point of fact it would be folly pure 
and simple from the point of view of prac- 
tical politics to make @ fight in New York 
on the silver issue. It would not simply in- 
vite defeat, it would be defeat in itself. 
The people of the south need no telling that 
New York is not @ silver state. 

The ratio of silver men to gold men here 
is exactly the reverse of what it is in Geor- 
gia. The opposition to silver is not *merely 
a sentiment, it amouffts to active feeling. 
New York state would resort to 45 vigor- 
ous measures to prevent the success of the 
silver movement as it would to prevent the 
influx of a pestilence or a plague. 50, 
short measure will be meted out to silver 
at Syracuse. 

The fight will be on state issues, whicn 
are more than plentiful, made to hand 
‘for the use of democrats. The big canal 
scandal, the Black force Dill, the Raines 
law will give the democrats enough am- 
munition to give the republicans the worst 
beating in years. 

The feeling is everywhere that this Is a 
democratic year. The republicans fee] it 
and there is not a sign to indicate any- 
thing else. With the issues all against 
them and the general feeling turning to- 
ward a change in state administrations, 
Biack and Piatt thave made bad matters 
worse by quarreling. They are marked 
for Salt river if the democrats make no 
mistake. 

The Gubernatorial Candidates. 


Of candidates for governor there is no 
end. Space is too valuable to even try to 
enumerate them. It could hardly be said 
that there are any “leading’’ candidates. 
Mr. Elliott Danforth and Judge D. Cady 
Herrick, of Albany, more nearly fill tmat 
description than any others at this writ- 
ing. But thé woods are full of them and 
some who now lag unnoticed in the back- 
ground may develop wonderful qualities of 
speed in a short time. 

Strangely enough the entire rank of the 
ambitious gentlemen who are presenting 
themselves contains no man who pos- 
sesses the supreme quality of availability. 
Mr. Danforth does not, for he would be a 
red flag and an offending in the eyes of 
Tammany. He has been in the running a 
long time and personally the has many 
friends, among them Mr. Hill, but the ex- 
igencies of the hour will rise to crush him 
at Syracuse. 

The talk of Mayor Van Wyck is simply 
rubbish, nothing more. He doesn’t want 
to run for governor, he doesn’t even want 
to be mayor. Mr. Croker doesn’t want 
tim to be governor, and if he did it would 
be a sample of bad judgment, such as he 
rarely exhibits. The talk of Van Wyck 
sounds well and is convenient, but there's 
nothing in it. 

The truth is Mr. Croker hasn’t even the 
faintest idea whom he would name for 
governor should he control at Syracuse. 
He is devoting his whole energies to try- 
ing to gain enough support to make him 
master there, trusting to the hour to de- 
velop a man who will meet the require- 
ments of the occasion. 

Mr. Hill is to all intents in the same box. 
Personally, no doubt, he would much prefer 
to see Mr. Danforth named, but should 
he be the directing influence at Syracuse, 
he would not be unwise enough to oppose 
his wishes to those of many of his own 
following, to all of Tammany and to com- 
piete party harmony. He would not find 
it difficuit to settle on a man who, whiie 
he was of his own following, would not 
be objectionable to Tammany. Thus while 
Hil! prevailed harmony would prevail also. 

But that smacks of prophecy and one 
might as well be building frog houses in 
the sand as predicting what is going to 
happen within the next six weeks in New 
York politics. The event of tomorrow, ten 
to one, will make ducks and drakes of the 
prophecy of today. If it doesn’t turn out 
as I have said, forget it.

PETITION 15 LOST 


Mayor Collier Yetoss the Famous Pati- 
tion for License. 


COMMITTEE REPORT THE CAUSE 


Conference Committee Said All Such 
Licenses Were Unwise and Lilegal. 


NOT KNOWN WHAT KAMMACK WILL 00 


Mayor Collier Signs Many Other Res- 
olutions and Ordinances Acted on 
by Two Meetings of Council. 


MAYOR COLLIER HAS VETOED THE 
action of council in granting the petition 
of Hammack & Lucas for a license to 
erect a fruit stand at the corner of Peach- 
tree and Marietta streets. 

This action is taken by the mayor on 
account of the fact that the conference 
committee to which the matter was re- 
ferred after it was turned down by the 
aldermanic board stated that the granting 
of all such licenses is unwise and illegal. 

While the veto will be a surprise to some, 
it will not to others, because they felt 
that the mayor could not approve an action 
which has been declared, by a committee 
which investigated it, to be unwise and 
illegal. 

The veto by Mayor Collier will probably 
put a new phase on the fruit-stand matter. 
The question is one that has been agitated 
before council many times, and on which 
action -has been taken on various oc- 
casions. 

The present application for license went 
before council some time ago, and was 
passed. On reaching the aldermanic board 
it struck opposition. The aldermen, with 
one or two exceptions, are opposed to fruit 
stands, and this last petition had not been 
before them many minutes before it was 
sent back as non-concurred in. 

hen a motion was made before council 
for the appointment of a conference com- 
mittee composed of three councilmen and 
two aldermen to consider the petition, hear 
the petitioners and report to council. Wher 
this ‘hearing was had the two aldermen on 
the committee were opposed to the peti- 
tion because they do not believe in allow- 
ing the sidewalks to be used in this way, 
but they thought that, in view of the fact 
that similar licenses Rad been granted, it 
would be an injustice to Mr. Hammack not 
to grant his petition. 

While the councilmen seemed to be more 
favorably disposed toward fruit stands, 
they agreed that it would be right to grant 
Mr. Hammack’s petition under the circum- 
stances. 

A report, which was in the shape of & 
compromise, was framed and signed by the 
committee. This report stated that, whiie 
in the opinion of the committee all licenses 
which contemplated the use of the side- 
walks were unwise and illegal, the one un- 
der consideration should be granted. 

This report went to council Monday after- 
noon, and was passed without any trouble. 
Thursday afternoon it went before the al- 
dermanic bemrd, and after considerable dis- 
cussion, was concurred in. Alderman Rice 
voted against the report. 

After this career the petition was doomed 
never to be granted, because on reading the 
report yesterday, Mayor Collier stated that 
he would not approve the action of council, 
for the reasons mentioned. 

‘A fight on fruit stands has been imminent 
and has been looked for by many. Whether 
or not this will bring it about cannot be 
stated. ' 

Mayor Signs Papers. 

Mayor Collier either signed yesterday or 
will sign today all the ordinances and reso- 
Jutions, with the exception of the one men- 
tioned, acted on by counci] Monday and 
Thursday. The call for the election on the 
issuance of water bonds will become a law, 
as also will the ordinance prohibiting the 
sale of liquor in connection with any other 
business. This ordinance carries with it a 
resolution in the sinape of an amendment 
which gives the drug men until October 
lst in which to dispose of any stock of 
liquors they may have on hand. Mayor 
Collier was very busy yesterday looking 
over the matters which have been acted on 
py council. 


A BURGLAR COMMITS ARSON. 


House of Patrolman Burke Was Set on 
Fire Last Night. 

After robbing the residence of Patrolman 
C. M. Burke a burglar set it on fire and 
but for prompt action by the fire depart- 
ment the residence would have been at 
total loss.

Board ef Education Held a Mocting 


Yesterday. 


THE SESSION WAS VERY BRIEF 


Only a Few Moments Were Required To 
Settle the Question. 


FRYE’S GEOGRAPHY WILL BE STUDIED 


The Board Decided That It Had No 
Right To Make a Change at the 
Present Time. 


IN SPECIAL SESSION YESTERDAY 
the board of education decided to retain 
Frye’s geography on the list of school 
books and that volume will be used in the 
grammar grades of public schools for the 
ensuing five-years, unless the members: of 
the board materially change their views on 
the subject. 

Rumors of a petition, purported to have 
been signed by five members of the board 
of education, asking that a special session 
be called for the purpose of reconsidering 
the action concerning geograp ities on Alul- 
gust 4th reached President Hoke Smith, 
und, although the petition had not reached 
him yesterday morning, he decided ty cell 
the members of the board together. 

The meeting was scheauled for 12 o'clock 
and all members were present except 
Judge J. G. Bloodworth, the vice president. 
Mr. Smith stated why he had called the 
members of the board together in spccial 
session, announcing that he thought it 
best to settle at once the question of 
geographies, as the patrons of the public 
schools were awaiting final action by the 
board before making purchases. 

Mr. Smith stated that he had considered 
the action taken on August 4th as final, but 
that the petition allegea@ to have been cir- 
culated by General John B. Gordon had 
been mentioned in the newspapers, and 
that this made parents chary about buying 
Frye’s geography, even though it had al- 
ready been selected by the board four use 
in the schools. 

Mr. Smith then asked for a motion to de- 
termine the position to be taken by the 
board in reference to the question. Mr. 
Oscar Pappenhelmer moved that it be made 
the sense of the meeting that the board had 
no right to change any of the books adopt- 
ed August 4th, as they had been selected 
for five years. This motion was seconded 
by Mr. Luther Rosser. 

Mayor Charles A. Collier said he saw no 
reason why the board could not change the 
textbooks at any time. He stated it was 
not good law and was certainly not good 
judgment. He moved as a substitute io the 
motion of Mr. Pappenheimer that the board 
reconsider its recent action concerning 
geographies. 

Mr. Hamilton Douglas secured the floor 
in behalf of the motion made by Mr. 
Pappenheimer and gave it as his opinion 
that the substitute to reconsider made by 
Mayor Collier was out of order at the 
meeting which was then in progress. The 
mayor sald he thought it was eminently 
the time for a motion to reconsider. 

Mr. Pappenheimer called for a ruling on 
the point by the chair and President Smith 
stated that he would not rule the substi- 
tute out of order, but that he would vote 
against it and considered it very bad policy 
to make a change in the list of textbooks 
after the publishers had sent their books to 
this city and after many patrons of the 
schools had made purchases. 

The vote on the substitute was then 
taken, Messrs. Collier and Miles voting 
affirmatively and Messrs. Pappenheimer, 
Turner, Douglas, Smith, Rosser and 
Stephens voting negatively. The original 
motion, the one made by "Mr. Pappen- 
heimer, was then carried, Messrs. Turner, 
Pappenheimer, Douglas, Smith, Rosser and 
Stephens voting for it and Messrs. Collier 
and Miles voting negatively. The board 
then went into executive session. 


Did Not Change Their Vote. 

The rumor, recently published, to the ef- 
fect that Mr. Luther Rosser and President 
Hoke Smith, of the board of education, 
were in favor of the selection of Maury’s 
geography before supper, during the meet- 
ing of August 4th, and changed sides after 
supper, is, it ts said, incorrect. Mr. Rosser 
stated yesterday that he was not at the 
meeting before supper and was entirely a 
non-partisan in the contest between 
Maury’s and Frye’s geographies. 

Mr. Smith announces that he did not 
Change his views, but voted for Frye’s 
geography at every opportunity. 


No Action Was Taken. | 


During the executive session the board 
discussed the insurance feature of the 
school expenditures. Some were of the 
opinion that there should be more insur- 
ance on the buildings and other members 
expressed the opinion that tco much in- 
surance was now carried. This subject 
was brought to the attention of the board 
by Mr. Miles. 

‘After discussing the matter: at some 
length it was decided to refer the mati--: 
to the finance committee and a motion to 
that effect was carried.

THE ANIMAL HAS BEEN TORN ASUNDER 


A Portion of Him Is in the Stable, but 
the Main Part Is in the Bar- 
racks’ Vault. 


ONE OF THE MOST UNIQUE BLIND 
tigers ever known. to have operated in this 
city was discovered yesterday by Patrol- 
men Dobbins and Key in a Decatur street 
wagon yard.
